SHERIFF VERSUS 
County Auditor 
The Law Is Higher Than 
So-Called “Agreements” 
Judge Crawford cites the law on the 
m atter of cost of feeding prisoners 


You have been reading in the newspapers concerning the controversy between Sheriff Barlow 
and County Auditor W alker over the question of cost of feeding prisoners, or to be more specific, 
the right of the sheriff to make a charge for “preparing and serving meals.” The sheriff’s Sep­ 
tember pay check was held up, hence tin* issue at this time. 
For many months past County Auditor Walker, as he states in his letter of October 10, 1930, 
to Sheriff Barlow, has questioned the methods used in the paym ent of bills for the feeding' of 
prisoners. 
It seems that 110 steps were taken to clean up this m atter until the auditor was 
threatened with an injunction at which time lie wrote to the department of supervision of pub­ 
lic offices. 
In a ruling by A. B. Peckinbaugh, supervisor of this department, based upon the 
opinion of Attorney General Gilbert Betunan, W alker asserts Ik* has found that the present 
methods of paying for “the preparation and serving of m eals” are irregular. 
The Columbiana County Democratic Committee subm itted an inquiry to Judge Samuel W. Craw­ 
ford, ex-probate judge and for two terms sheriff of Columbiana countv. Head w hat he says:

The board of education has ¡imposed the 
erection of a new high school building. 
Such a 
project is a really big event in the history of our 
town and deserves the most serious and thought­ 
ful consideration of everv voter. We urge you to 
approach this question in a big, broad-minded 
way, weighing carefully the value of a new high 
school to the community. Personalities and petty 
prejudices have no place in the consideration of 
an issue of such prime importance to Salem, and 
we sincerely hope the voters will be guided by a 
public spirited desire to determine what is best 
for our children—the future citizens of Salem. 


It is to be regretted that the real issue at 
stake has been confused bv gross misrepresenta­ 
tion of the boards actions, both hv word of mouth 
and by the published statements of the press. 
The News has based its opposition to the pro­ 
posed bond issue on the ground that the contract 
for the architect’s plans for the building was let 
to the highest bidder. 
In this contention the 
News has very carelessly confused the prelimi­ 
nary estimate of the architect with a bona fide 
hid of a contractor. 
When contractors bid for 
the construction of a building, they all figure on 
the same detailed plans and specifications and 
according to law a public body must let the con­ 
tract to the lowest responsible bidder. 
In this 
competition for the select ion of an architect, each 
architect submitted his own plans and a tentative 
estimate of the cost of the particular building he 
had designed. 
Since each plan was different, 
there was no competitive bidding of architects, 
and consequently there was no basis for making 
a decision on the figures alone, as the News has 
contended should have been done. 


Hie purpose of the competition of the archi­ 
tects was to select an architect, not any definite 
plan, and in selecting an architect the board was 
not obligated to accept anv particular plan. 


Mr. Owsley was selected as the architect be­ 
cause he gave evidence hv his proposed plan that 
he was best able to sohe ‘he problem of erecting 
upon the chosen lot a building which would give 
us all the necessary facilities for a high school, 
and which would be ;o architecturally correct 
that it would be a pride to the city of Salem 
for many years to conn 
With Mr. Owsley it 
was a question oi revising his plan to make it 
come within the amount o f ! he bond issue, where­ 


as with the other architects it would have been a 
case of revising their plans to fit the lot or to 
meet other requirements of the board. 


Since his selection as an architect, Mr. 
Owsley has met with the hoard and has revised 
his plan so (hat the proposed building can be 
erected, including the cost of the land, for the 
amount stipulated in the bond issue. 
This plan 
is on exhibition in the window of the Ohio Edison 
Co., Salem lighting company, so there is no at­ 
tempt to deceive the public about what the build­ 
ing w ill contain. 
Provision has been made for a 
swimming pool, but the board cannot guarantee 
that the swimming pool will he included at this 
time. 
Depending upon the bids of the contract­ 
ors after detailed specifications have been sub­ 
mitted to them, it may be necessary to defer the 
completion of the swimmnig pool to a later date 
when it can be finished for approximately $25,000 
additional. 


Is it not better to defer the building of the 
swimming pool if necessary than to sacrifice 
other important fundamental features of the 
building which could not be changed after the 
building is once erected? 


The selection of an architect was a difficult 
problem, but if was done conscientiously after 
much time was spent interviewing different 
architects and studying their plans. Opposition 
to the bond issue because of a difference of 
opinion over the architect seems to us to he quib­ 
bling over a minor detail, with a selfish disregard 
of the public welfare, particularly when there is 
conclusive evidence to shove that the architect 
chosen is competent to handle the job. 


There are really onjy two questions to be de­ 
cided in the mind of the voter: 


First— Do we need a new high school 
building? 


Second— Is the present an advan­ 
tageous time to build it? 


The addition of approximately 200 pupils 
through the annexation of Perry township has 
crowded the present facilities to the point where 
efficient instruction cannot be given the pupils. 
Rather than erect a new grade school, it seems 
the part of far-sighted wisdom to release the 
present junior high school for additional grade 


facilities, to turn over the present high school to 
the use of the junior high which, according to the 
proposed plan, would consist of the seventh, 
eighth and ninth (freshman* grades instead of 
only two grades as at present, and then provide 
a new building for the senior high. 


The old Fourth street building is entirely 
inadequate for a junior high, a‘ the modern 
scheme of education demands practically the 
same facilities for a junior high as for a senior 
high school, including manual training, domesf ic 
science, gymnasium and auditorium. Conse­ 
quently, we contend that a new high school build­ 
ing is necessary if we hope to give our children 
as good an education as is received bv the chil­ 
dren of other cities. 


Now seems the advantageous time to erect 
a new building for the following reasons: 
Em­ 
ployment will be given to manv of Salem’s work­ 
men and the additional money put into circulation 
will be of benefit to all. President Hoover has 
very earnestly urged the starting of all public 
work possible, and other progressive communi­ 
ties are planning to do a great deal in this w av to 
relieve their unemployment situation. Building 
costs are unquestionably lower now than they 
will be in the future, so that the taxpayer is able 
to get more building per dollar than yvi!! be pos­ 
sible in times of prosperity. Furthermore, on ac­ 
count of the present low interest rates the money 
which we borrow through our bond issue will cosi 
us less now than later, in a time of industrial 
activity. Finally, the taxpayer will not fee! the 
effect of this bond issue for another year n l 
then we will have 24 years to pav for i t 


And so, voters of Salem, we ask you to think 
of the welfare of the children, to have faith in 
the future of Salem, and courageously to deter­ 
mine to keep Salem in the forefront of the pro­ 
gressive communities of Ohio. Vole ves for the 
school bond issue next Tuesday.
